A vivid description of the battle 
of tjie Mame, one that showed the 
dashing young officer to be as expert 
with the pen as the sword, has been 
written by Capt. Richard A. Burle­ 
son, of Hartselle, to his father, J. A. 
Burleson. 
For the part which his 
'command played in checking the Ger­ 


man drive on Paris, the entire con­ 
tingent was awarded the Croix dc 


Guerre. 
Extracts from a number of lettera 
which Capt. Burleson has written am 
given below: * 
July 4th. 
Dear Father: 
If the Boche will let me alone long 
enough and not shoot 
this 
house 
down in which I’m living, will try 
to give you a partial description of 
my wanderings and experiences, dur­ 
ing the past few weeks. 
Pve writ­ 
ten mother three or four times tell­ 
ing of ray wonderful trip across the 
Atlantic and of my stay at different 
places. 
'After days 
of 
wandering 
around on trains, automobiles, wa­ 
gons 
and on 
foot 
I finally amid 
bursting German shells reached my 
outfit in safety. 
Everyone seemed 
glad to see me and I was soon per­ 
fectly comfortable, though it took me 
some time to get used to the whis 
and bursting of German shells, the 
incessant booming of our own can­ 
nons and the ever constant whir of 
the airplanes overhead. 
My 
very 
first morning up here I witnessed a 
most spectacular air battle in which 
the Boche brought down a French 
plane right near me. 
My third night 
here we moved up, and when it was , 
light enough to see I went upon a 
hill about the middle of our sector, 
and found m yself gazing down upon 
about eight miles of German posi­ 
tions. 
1 believe the view from this 
position was one of the most beauti­ 
ful I have ever seen. 
Out before 
me and to my right and left spread 
a broad fertile valley with its Im­ 
mense wheat fields just beginning to 
ripen. 
Gardens and truck 
patches 
spotted the valley here 
and there, 
representing the labor 
and sturdy 
care of the old Frenchmen or the 
hraVe women of France, who only a 
few days before had fled before the 
onrushing hordes of the Huns. 
The 
well kept flower gardens added a 
beauty to the landscape, 
and 
the 
River Marne wended its silent and 
peaceful way in and out alongside 
town and chateau between two of 
the finest pike roads in the country. 
This hill commanded 
the view of 
eight towns, the largest 
of which 
was about the size of the two Deca­ 
turs. 
One might sit for two or three 
hours and gaze upon this scene with 
everything 
seemingly 
as 
still 
as 
deatjh and 
would forget 
that 
the 
whole thing was doomed. 
(The Ger­ 
mans were hastily bringing up their 
artillery.) 
Then of a sudden 
the 
earth would begin to tremble, shells 
to whiz and burst, as the big guns 
belched forth their contents which 
went singing by o 
their m essage of 
death and destruction 
I sat there 
time after 
time arpl watched 
the 
Huns and French both hammer on 
those towns till they began to crum­ 
ble into an unrecognisable m ass. 


An Artillery Bombardment. 
Heretofore in reading of this war 
I have often wished that I might 
be on a commanding position 
and 
watch an artillery bombardment or 
a battle. 
Little did I dream that 


in 28 days sfter I left New York I 
would see both and that within easy 
rifle range of the dastardly Huns 
Our flrst day 
up a 
shell dropped 


within a few yards of me killing two 
men nn'd wounding two more. I have 
a piece of the shell in my pocket

have been over here. The horrors of 
it all can never fie told.

is for it is not over yet. 
the brunt of thrs terrific drive of 
the Huns which began on the night 
on the 14th, the national holiday of 
the French. 
- I was attacked to the Third bat- 
tc Ilion its second in command—of the 
battallion. 
All night of the 13th I 
was out with the companies im prov­ 
ing our positions. 
Had a little sleep 
on the 14th ap«l was out again with 
the boys all the night of the 14th. 
On Saturday we had a chaplain join 
our battxlHon and It being Sunday 
night we had just had a little serv­ 
ice with the headquarters bunch :tnd^ 
then went out in the trenches— the 
chaplain wifh me. 
I went over our 
positions with him, then he returned 
to the Bu. P. ('. and 1 was standing 
alone behind the trenches my thoughts 
wandering to you people back home 
and I wondered if you were celebrat­ 
ing the French holiday.

still as death except for the occa­ 
sional boom of our own guns, and 
then overhead there was the m usi­ 
cal hum of the “ Liberty m otor” as 
our airplanes circled around and dis­ 
appeared into the darkness.

utes past m idnight; . I took a few

Packers’ Profits Are 
Regulated 


The public should understand that the profits of 
the packers have been limited by the Food Adminis­ 
tration since November 1, 1917. 
For this purpose, 
the business of Swift & Company is now divided into 
three classes:

Class 1 includes such products as beef, 
pork, mutton, oleomargarine and others 
that are essentially animal products.

The name Quistconck, it is said, is 
a shortening of a word In the lan­ 
guage of the Delaware Indians mean­ 
ing “place for hogs."

dence to show that the island was 
used as a hog pasturage by a colony 
of Swedes that lived in that section, 
and perhaps before them by the In­ 
dians themselves.
